After its re- 
turn, the legislature will express its 
attitude toward the bill. 


The report 'of the measure, which 


came from one of the governor's ad- 
visers, lias it tha.t the repeal of the 
personal property offset to the income 
tax is not in the bill.' This means that 
«n additional $5,000,000 will have to be 
raised from another source. 


To raise this additional money and 


approximately $2,000,000 more needed 
to make up for repeal of the state 
mill taxes, the governor is said to plan 
a 6 per cent rate on corporation earn- 
ings, a sha.p raise in individual earn- 
ings over $5,000 and a stock dividend 
and bank dividend tax. In this re- 
gard the bill is similar to that intro- 
duced by Speaker John L. Da.h1.

With aji overwhelming majority al- 


ready recorded in its favor by lower 
house members who engrossed the re- 
peal bill, its passage is talien lor 
granted when it is reached on the ca.l- 
endar this week'. Governor Blaine will 
then have six days in which to sign 
the proposal. 


His signature will remove the ban 


that in the past has kept tax returns 
on incomes, away from public scru- 
tiny. It will mean the redemption of 
the first campaign pledge made by tho 
Progressive Republicans in the last 
campaign. Those who havc opposed 
the measure on the ground tha.t it 
would open the way for unscrupulous j \\''^"^< 
use of information by newspa.pers and ' 
individuals, will have, lost their fight 
that was successful in staving off ac- 
tion since the 1919 session. 
Governor Blaine promised substantial 
results from the removal of the secre- 
cy clause, -when he urged its repeal 
in campaign speeches preceding the 
September primary and thi> Novem- 
ber general election. Its effect will be 
watched carefully by the tax commis- 
sion and by those who have opposed 
the repeal.

THE COST OF WISCONSIN STATE 


GOVERNMENT 


Has it ever occurred to the people of 


"Wisconsin that the chief problem of state 
government is not, one of revenue raising 
so much as it is one of economical spend- 
in jr? 
AVo venture to assert it is of much 


greater importance 1o them to inquire in- 
1o ho*>v their money is being spent than to 
heedlessly support politicians'at Madison, 
•who are trying to devise Avays and means 
for raising more taxes. 


"vVc do not believe that anyone would 


seriously question the statement that 
public affairs of the state of Wisconsin 
arc extravagantly conducted, that they 
cost the taxpayers' several millions of dol-" 
lars annually more fhan they should. AVc 
do not mean to «ay that this i 
4- a condi- 


tion particularly applicable to "Wiscon- 
sin, for everyone knows that government* 
everywhere in the, country lias increased 
in cost out of all proportion 1o real re- 
quirements and to legitimate expendi- 
tures. These extravagances have gone so 
far in the federal government that the 
Harding administration has concentrated 
its greatest effort on introducing econo- 
mics. There has been a frank admission 
that administrative expenses were entire- 
ly too high and that waste and extrava- 
gance were everywhere consuming public 
funds. 
Even with all the economics and 


added efficiency that could be secured, it 
is still true that extravagance continues 
at Washington and that waste is one of 
1he chief evils of-the nation's political 
house. 


What is true of the federal govern- 


ment is true of practically every stare 
government. In many of them the reck- 
less use of public funds has ended in 
wholesale graft, 
embezzlement and the 


like. The country's wealth has increased 
so rapidly that politicians have had no 
difficulty in increasing public expendi- 
tures at a tremendous rate. Where they 
had a few hundred thousand dollars to 
spend a generation or two ago they now 
have millions to revel in. 


Let, 
us look at the expenditures in 


Wisconsin for a moment. 
In 1000 the 


total cost of Wisconsin government for all 
purposes was less than $3.500.000. Ten 
years later the state was spending for 
boards, 
eommissions 
and departments 


alone the fcum of nearly •'•55.000.000 an- 
nually. 
In 1921-22 the expenditures 


for these purposes had increased to more 
than $20,000.000 annually. 
Tn other 


words, four times as much was being 
spent last year for boards, commissions, 
etc.. as in 1911-12. When four times as 
much means a net increase of $15.000.- 
000. it, means something to the taxpay- 


ers. 
The population of Wisconsin in 


the ten-year period from 1910 to 1920 
increased from 2,333.860 to 2,632,067. 
This is a relatively small increase, ap- 
proximately 13 per cent. Yet a 13 per 
cent 
increase 
in population is accom- 


panied by a 300 per cent increase in the 
single item of administrative expenses. It 
is reasonable to suppose that the needs of 
300,000 more people out of a total popu- 
lation of 2.600,000 require an expendi- 
ture of $15,000,000 more for boards, 
commissions, etc.? If 2,300,000 people 
got along with boards and commissions 
ten years ago that cost $5.,000.000 an- 
nually, ought not 2,600.000 people get 
along about equally well with suftstan-

tural and legitimate iucrca&cs i How can 


they possibly require $20,000,000-«n- 
nually? 


Do taxpayers of Wisconsin realize 


that every year for the last ten years the

more per year for boards, coinmissions. 
etc? Is it any wonder, in the face of this 
record, that legislatures and administra- 
tions are hard put to devising ways 
for 
raising more revenue, planning to

ALL. THROUGH THE MGHT 


Notwithstanding the presence of a new baby in 


the house, all hands and especially mamma should 
have c-ight hours sleep out of each 24. It" mamma 
is a 100 per cent mother and anything happens to 
interfere with her eight hours of sleep at night, then 
she must make up for lost time by .taking a nap 
o* an hour or two after midday lunch. 
Possibly 


she may not sleep at this time, but no matter, she 
can at least lie down and rest, which is nearly if 
not quite the same. 
There is no medicine like sleep to help a young 


mother in the big job of nursing her baby. I often 
think that if all the amateur mothers who are 
sincerely trying to be 100 per. cent mothers would 
spend the time napping which they spe^nd listening 
to Mrs. Gamp's stories and advice, this fair country 
of ours would not be so overrun with baby special- 
ists nor so burdened by systems of infant feeding. 


A baby a few weeks old is justified in demanding 


two feeds in the night, after the age of six weeks 
but one night nursing, and after the age of four 
months a normal infant should require no food 
from 10 p. m. to 6 a. m.. Many babies learn to 
sleep from 10 to 6 without food from the third 
month. 


For the baby^s best interest a separate crib should 


be provided from the very beginning. Under no cir- 
cumstances should the baby sleep with mother. 


The clock, not the intensity of the baby's bawling 


nor the sympathy of grandma, should determine 
meal time for the baby. A baby's works are timed 
physiocolgically. That is the movements and func- 
itonal activtities concerned with digestion arc co- 
ordinated and adjusted so finely as to put many 
clocks and flivvers to shame; it makes all the differ- 
ence in* the world how regularly the fuel is fed to 
the delicate machine. Formerly 'doctors taught that 
the new baby should be nursed every two hours. 
Now they favor a three hour schedule for the 
youngest tikes, and four hourly nursing after the 
baby is a month or two old. This schedule has been 
found to fit in better, probably it synchronizes with 
the physiological intestinal activties better than 
the old time two or two and one half hour plan. The 
modern schedule gives the baby five meals in 24 
hours. Only when the baby is very young or feeble 
is the sixth meal given in the night. If the baby is 
taught from the first to sleep in a separate crib 
the mother will find it easy to train him to sleep o' 
nighta and let sleep. Likewise if the baby is trained 
to sleep in his own bed there will be little chance, 
later on. for him to acquire the bad habit of bein^r 
coaxed to sleep nights—a habit which causes no 
end of trouble in some badly managed households. 


A question which frequently arises is: What, it 


anything should be given to the baby in the first 
three or four days of life? For the first 12 hours 
the baby may be allowed to sleep in a warm crib. 
From then on. at regular four hour intervals, the 
baby should be put to the breast. After the third day 
the nursing intervals should be tliree hours, as a 
rule. In the first two or three days of life the baby 
may be given, every four hours, from one to two 
ounces of plain boiled water, or the same amount 
of a solution of c-ane sugar or sugar of milk, not 
stronger than one third teaspoonful to two ounces 
of water.
